What One Woman Did 


Pearl Buck stresses the help of 
her neighbors in any discussion of 
Welcome House, the adoption 
agency and home for American- 
born children of Asian-American 
parentage, which she founded near 
her home in Pennsylvania. The 
Nobel prize-winning author and 
her publisher husband, Richard J. 
Walsh, worked out the idea nine 
years ago when two babies of mixed 
Asian-American blood were almost 
forced upon them by welfare agen- 
cies which could not place them for 
adoption and had no other altern- 
ative but to send them to a primi- 
tive segregated orphanage. 

“We would have adopted these 
two children ourselves,” Pearl 
Buck explained, “but we had 
reached the grandparent age by 
then. And besides we realized that 
there would be others like them 
and no one family could care for 
them all. With the help of neigh- 
bors, we developed a plan for 
family-size homes with a group of 
seven or eight children in each 
home — and found that a much- 
loved local high school teacher and 
his wife welcomed the opportunity 
to be the ‘parents’ of the first home. 

“At first, we accepted the verdict 
of the welfare agencies that these 
children were ‘unadoptable’ be- 
cause of their mixed blood. But 
gradually, the prejudice against 
Asian-American children thawed, 
and American families began to 
request Welcome House babies for 
full adoption; already we have 
placed 35 children. Now we serve 
chiefly as an adoption agency, 
though of course we will raise and 
educate our permanent Welcome 
House family.” 

Welcome House, a non-profit or- 
ganization licensed by the Pennsyl- 
vania State Department of Welfare, 
operates on a nationwide level and 
is dependent on contributions. The 
address, Box 562, Doylestown, Pa. 


X-Ray and Foreeast 


VER WESTWARD: While devoting the major part of his effort to 

establishing new contacts and renewing old ones for Between the 
Lines, the editor is sending back condensed reports on the most salient 
factors observed as he journeys ever westward. The following brief dis- 
patches have been received from his first ports of call. 


AWAII: These islands have something important to say to a U. S. 

in the grip of convulsive racial changes. Here a new race is forming 
—a people with translucent cream-colored skin, gleaming dark hair, 
bright blue or brown eyes, rare bodily grace and symmetry of feature . . . 
the new Hawaiian. Is he a mongrelization of the Asian and the mainland 
Caucasian, the “100 per cent white American?” For once, let’s face this 
question honestly: What is the 100 per cent American of South Carolina, 
Massachusetts, Mississippi or Michigan? All history and science reveals 
that he is a “mongrelization” of English, German, French, Scandinavian 
strains, which were fused with Italian, Spanish and Greek blood for cen- 
turies, and this after Spanish, Roman and Greek blood had mixed with 
North Africans for several thousand years, and after Asiatic strains had 
come into Europe and been amalgamated through frontier points in 
Scandinavia, Hungary and elsewhere. The Japanese and Chinese coming 
to Hawaii are also the products of long cross breeding through past 
millennium. 

MANY FORMER GI’S who have married Japanese or other 
Asians have found life good in Hawaii — after difficult months on the 
Mainland. A prosperous engineer with a Japanese wife of good family 
said, “My mother and dad did their best to make us welcome back in 
Indiana but the community wouldn’t let it work. We are happy here, and 
my children are paying no penalty for being slightly different human 
beings; in fine high schools, universities, churches, they will associate with 
the best minds of China, India, Europe, America — ” Then he asked us, 
“Don’t you feel it is more Christian here? You know Jesus was part 
Oriental.” We leaned against our “pure” Anglo-Saxon stock and tried to 
find an answer. 


OKYO: THERE ARE THREE JAPANS — first the Americanized 

Japan which surrounds the transplanted Americans, and includes the 
Japanese who are employees of the U. S. military or businesses associated 
with the U. S. military and who seem to look upon all things through 
Pentagon binoculars. From such associations, most U. S. military officials 
can tell you exactly “how Japan thinks.” The former U. S.-sponsored 
Yoshida Government represented this level of Japanese life. 

Second, the international Japan, although detesting the U. S. 
occupation, offers earnest cooperation to all the world, including the 
U. S., for they know their impoverished crowded nation cannot survive 
with freedom and strength except through worldwide economic and polit- 
ical cooperation. They detest communism, are democratic in spirit. They 
are afraid to demand openly that the U. S. get out for fear of rupturing 
cooperation with the West. The present Hatoyama Government is repre- 
sentative of this Japan. 

The third Japan, the historic Nippon, is made up of millions of 
able Japanese who, though they practice the usual courtesies, look with

Unions to Clean House 

A war to eradicate racketeering 
in the labor unions has gotten un- 
der way without fanfare under the 
leadership of George L. Meany, 
president of the AFL-CIO unions. 
Since the gangster-infiltrated un- 
ions are chiefly within the AFL or- 
ganizations, Meany, long head of 
AFL, has assumed responsibility 
for the problem and is wading into 
the job with a boldness that con- 
vinces the Federal authorities that 
it will be thoroughly done. Law en- 
forcement agencies have also been 
moving in on the situation but 
have found prosecution difficult 
because of the timidity of the vic- 
tims of the union racketeers and 
the many devious methods which 
technically are just inside the law. 
The Government agencies would 
just as soon the unions themselves 
did smoke out the crooked union 
bosses, then the Government prose- 
cutors could make their catch after 
the felons are detached from their 
organizations. The victims would 
then be willing to provide neces- 
sary evidence. 

Mr. Meany believes the corrupt 
element is to be found in only 
about one per cent of labor ranks; 
the law enforcement agencies put 
it at about five per cent or more. 
The initial effort is being focussed 
on the Longshoremen’s union. 
Meany won his first victory when 
he broke the alliance between the 
AFL’s most powerful affiliate, the 
Teamsters Union, led by Dave 
Beck, and the Longshoremen. 
When Beck opposed Meany’s de- 
mand, the AFL head said “Break 
the alliance or get out of the AFL.” 

The mobsters are particularly ac- 
tive in trucking, construction, food 
handling, garment trades and other 
light industries. The thugs not only 
plunder the union treasuries, intim- 
idate the workers to pay “special 
assessments,” pilfer their welfare 


funds through special insurance

deals with insurance companies 
which the gangsters themselves set 
up, but they often work the other 
side of the street also and make 
deals with the businessmen served 
by their unions, collect special fees 
to prevent strikes, to “protect” them 
from burglary and sabotage. Gov- 
ernment prosecutors find it hard 
to break up the rackets because the 
workers and small businessmen are 
both afraid to talk — especially to 
the authorities. The AFL intends 
to start with investigations of wel- 
fare fund abuses. Most of the thugs 
who pilfer the welfare funds are also 
income tax violators. When the un- 
ion has gotten the evidence from 
the inside, Federal action can be 
started and once the racketeer is 
in the Federal toils, the witnesses 
usually will cooperate. 





Return to Democracy 

The noted Zechariah Chafee of 
the Harvard Law School wrote, in 
the Atlantic Monthly for May, “My 
confidence in the American people, 
in their love of liberty and their 
good sense, makes me believe that 
their fit of tantrums about disloyal- 
ty among our fellow citizens will 
end before long . . . Once more we 
shall be content to meet bad talk, 
not with force, but with plenty of 
good talk. The blessings of liberty, 
though weakened, are still ours if 
we want them.” 

Dr. Chafee’s prophesy will prob- 
ably be reflected in the outcome of 
Millard Tydings’ race to regain his 
place in the U. S. Senate as senator 
from Maryland. While in the Sen- 
ate previously, Tydings was chair- 
man of the committee that investi- 
gated Sen. McCarthy’s original 
charge that there were 205 card- 
carrying Communists in the State 
Department. When the committee 
found the McCarthy charges to be 
grossly and recklessly exaggerated, 
the Wisconsin senator accused Tyd- 
ings of “whitewashing the Reds.” 
When Tydings came up for re-elec- 
tion, McCarthy raised funds 
among the Texas oil moguls to 
support the Maryland § senator’s 
opponent, circulated many false- 
hoods against Tydings and cli- 
maxed the campaign with wide dis- 
tribution of the notorious fake 
photo of Tydings with Earl Brow- 
der. After Tydings’ defeat, a con- 
gressional committee found indis- 
putable evidence of the dishonest 
and illegal tactics used by the Mc- 
Carthy cabal in the campaign, but, 
with McCarthy riding high, the 
U. S. Congress behaved in a man- 
ner reminiscent of the German 
Reichstag under Hitler, and did 
nothing. Fear had created a dicta- 
torship. 


Yet not one of McCarthy’s in-

cynicism upon all the West, especially the U. S., and look with equal 
cynicism upon Russia. Despite communist brutality they see in the com- 
munist revolution the inevitabilities of history. While they seek to avoid 
communism, they exert a moderating influence upon it and wherever 
possible will cooperate with Communist nations when their interests are 
mutual. They believe Japan’s destiny is one in common with Red China 
and India through sheer laws of political and economic gravitation. They 
especially resent that America forbids Japan to trade with China while 
fostering barriers against Japanese trade elsewhere. Few Americans seem 
aware of this Japan, which by all odds is the most powerful and extensive 
force within the nation and will rise to power before long. 


HERE ARE THE HARD FACTS underlying the above: U. S. 
officials report only 670,000 unemployed in Japan, but Japanese leaders 
state that the figure is nearer five million and accuse the Americans of 
over-looking extensive under-employment (the millions of energetic but 
less fortunate citizens who have part-time or “made” jobs — running 
tiny stands or peddling in the streets, etc., and earning far below survival 
incomes). As population grows one per cent annually, unemployment 
grows two per cent. While Japanese officials clutch at the U. S. military 
expenditures to keep the nation above bankruptcy, they still want the 
U. S. occupation to end so Japan will — the sooner the better — be forced 
to develop the natural markets that must support their economy. This 
means Red China and rapidly growing Siberian Russia, Indochina, 
Indonesia, etc. When U. S. expenditures are withdrawn, Japan’s national 
income will have to rise 34 per cent — to keep out of bankruptcy. This 
will require an increase in industrial production of 54 per cent. The pop- 
ular adaptation of Western ways disguises the many changes that must 
come but which are absolutely contrary to the pressures now exerted by 
American influence. Can such adjustments come peacefully? 





HE EVIDENCE MOUNTS that the pressure of a silent popular 

revolt within Russia is steadily increasing. There are many facets in- 
volved: The managerial class in both industry and agriculture has been 
given greater incentives and rewards to induce the increased production 
which the Soviet economy must have. This has required a decentralization 
of management. No longer is the factory manager or collective farm 
superintendent under the tight domination of the central bureaus in Mos- 
cow. Soviet publications have discussed this change openly. 

GREATER INDEPENDENCE AND GREATER PROSPERITY 
have inevitably made this new managerial class more self-assertive, more 
outspoken. Soviet publications have lately reflected much of their criti- 
cism of the political leadership which the managers feel is often at cross 
purposes with what is best for the Soviet economy. This has drawn the 
ruling clique into a dilemma: They must press on for increased produc- 
tion to keep the people pacified, and to do so they must accept criticism, 
sometimes be overruled by the experts, which ends the totalitarian legend 
that the party leaders can do no wrong. The new regime recognizes that 
only the technically trained expert can plan, make decisions in science, 
industry and agriculture, that the politicians (leaders of the Communist 
party) can no longer dictate in all these matters. Yet Stalin found it 
necessary to hold all these reins tight in his grip to maintain his power. 
Consequently it is clear that a quiet thorough-going counter-revolution 
is on inside Russia. 

THE CURTAILMENT OF THE AUTHORITY OF THE PO- 
LITICAL POLICE has also been pronounced. Harrison Salisbury, for 
many years the N. Y. Times leading correspondent in Russia, published a 
detailed review of this leveling of police power. Reports from the various 
underground groups also emphasize this. The political police (MVD) has 
been cut down in size with much of their heavier military equipment 
taken from them (the MVD moved many tanks around the Russian 
cities at the time of Stalin’s death when there was fear of an uprising); 
also MVD officials have been reduced in rank in relation to the party 
bosses. Under Stalin, the MVD head rated close to the dictator himself. 
This change began with the liquidation of Beria, former MVD head. The 
Army chief, Marshal Zhukov, has correspondingly become more influ- 
ential in party circles, is now rated near the top. The power of the Army, 
a nationalist and conservative force in contrast to the revolutionary inter- 
ests of the party, is without doubt a stabilizing influence which curbs 
extremes. 

FEW OUTSIDE OF RUSSIA have grasped the magnitude and 
revolutionary importance of the “de-Stalinization that has been going on,” 


states Edward Crankshaw, leading British authority on Soviet affairs. Mr.

dictments have stood up before a 
court examination. The Fort Mon- 
mouth case that filled the press for 
weeks ended with the return to 
their Army assignments of nearly 
all those whom McCarthy accused. 
For the FBI already had all these 
cases under painstaking scrutiny, 
Specifically, the Justice Depart- 
ment has cleared Val Lorwin, stat- 
ing in court that it had no case 
against this State Department offi- 
cial named by McCarthy as a Com- 
munist and indicted for perjury 
when he denied it. The Army has 
rehired Mrs. Annie Lee Moss who 
was charged before McCarthy’s 
committee with being a Communist. 
The courts have cleared Owen 
Lattimore, the Johns Hopkins pro- 
fessor smeared by McCarthy and 
defended by Tydings. The Navy 
has rehired, with an apology, Abra- 
ham Chasanow who had _ been 
dropped by the Navy Department 
as a security risk. Edward Lamb, 
Toledo radio-TV owner, who was 
called a Communist by the FCC, 
has proved that the witnesses who 
accused him were phonies, and one 
of them has now been convicted of 
perjury. There were many others. 
The Reds did infiltrate the Gov- 
ernment, especially while Russia 
was our fighting ally. But the rec- 
ord shows that our national police 
agencies guarded the country well. 


Propaganda Techniques 

Every person as a member of a 
community is subject to influences 
from many sources. Church mem- 
bers, for instance, are related to 
many other groups with widely dif- 
fering motives and opinions. In 
their daily relationships and con- 
tacts with neighbors and _ friends 
they unwittingly pick up much mis- 
information. In far too many com- 
munities the one local newspaper 
gives such a limited and often 
biased view of current issues, both 
in news and in editorials, that with- 
out the balance of additional in- 
formation the community opinion 
must be based upon insufficient or 
prejudiced facts. 

All of the media of publicity — 
magazines, radio and television — 
aim to give us information but 
usually it is information colored to 
match the opinions of publishers 
and advertisers. Unless the Chris- 
tian layman is alert to the ways in 
which true facts are assembled and 
unless he uses careful judgment in 
examining them, he will be ill-in- 
formed and misinformed. Unless 
he is willing to evaluate the sources 
of the facts, the layman often be 
comes the tool of some self-styled 
super-patriotic group or individual. 

In these days, fear of commv- 


nism and name calling have often

been allowed to obscure the truth. 
It has become increasingly difficult 
to speak one’s own opinion, easier 
to agree with the prevailing one. In 
this atmosphere of suspicion, accu- 
sations Of guilt by association or re- 
iteration of unsupported allegations 
are only too well known. The half- 
truth, the taking of words out of 
context, the misrepresentation of 
facts are imperiling our free ex- 
pression Of opinion and clear judg- 
ment. Because of our lack of analy- 
sis about what is happening, we 
are unable to recognize the tech- 
niques Of propaganda. We have 
also failed to reckon with the pow- 
er of these techniques. 

If to all this we add the part 
which our own prejudices play in 
forming our conclusions and opin- 
jons, we will begin to understand 
the responsibility which we carry 
as Christian citizens, to think, to 
act, and to choose what is truth and 
fact. Public opinion grows and 
changes through the consideration 
of all points of view. 

Alfred McClung Lee, social sci- 
entist and authority on _ propa- 
ganda, presented the following 
analysis of the techniques of the 
propagandists to the Department of 
Racial and Cultural Relations of 
the National Council of Churches, 
to help the church layman com- 
prehend the methods by which the 
forces of propaganda are used to 
manipulate opinion by strategy and 
guile in his community. 

Professional propagandists, the 
public relations specialists — in ad- 
vertising, politics, industrial man- 
agement, and civic and religious 
agencies — use the following terms 
and techniques to influence public 
opinion. These are terms, tech- 
niques and strategies which com- 
munity leaders should know in or- 
der to understand and to meet 
rough and tumble tactics in today’s 
political, civic and community life: 
(1) Offense-defense; (2) hot potato; 
(3) stalling; (4) _ least-of-evils; 
(5) guilt or virtue-by association; 
(6) confusion; (7) big lie; (8) censor- 
ship; (9) shift of scene; (10) change 
of pace; (11) big tent; (12) unvarn- 
ished truth. 

Offense-Defense: As _ politicians 
have long realized, attack has many 
advantages over defense. Many ap- 
pointed officials of governmental 
agencies are compelled to spend 
far more time than they or the 
can afford defending 
themselves against unfair attacks 
from politically motivated oppo- 
nents. Appointive officials can sel- 
dom seize the initiative in a strug- 
gle, but community leaders can 
take the initiative away from un- 


> fair attackers both for worthwhile 
governmental agencies and for in-

Crankshaw believes, from the abundant evidence available, that the de- 
Stalinization has been long planned and is a very considerable step to- 
wards counter-revolution. The de-Stalinization could not have been under- 
taken without long and careful planning. Although the press of the West 
has ignored it, the release of prisoners from the slave labor camps has be- 
come a flood, climaxed with the announcement some weeks ago that all 
internment or slave labor camps will be abolished during 1957. There is 
reason to doubt the veracity of such a promise, but even then, false or 
true, the announcement discloses the Kremlin’s anxiety to placate the 
people. Furthermore, would the rulers dare the risk of stirring further 
discontent and resistance, if the promises were to prove false? For let 
there be no doubt about it, there has been much more popular unrest in 
Russia since Stalin died than has ever been recognized in the West. Many 
of the leading authorities on Soviet affairs thus believe that the old Bol- 
shevik apparatus of oppression is being dismantled step by step. But this 
is being done piecemeal and quietly because, should this astonishing de- 
velopment become too obvious, the whole process might get swiftly out 
of hand, according to the opinion of Crankshaw and other observers 
whose views rarely lean toward extremes, hence are seldom quoted ex- 
tensively in the press. The supreme task of the Khrushchev-Bulganin re- 
gime, they believe, is to pace the counter-revolution or unwind the revo- 
lution without letting the controls get out of their hands, for once that 
happened a terrible, bloody civil war would follow almost inevitably. 

REPRESENTATIVES OF THE MAJOR UNDERGROUND 
MOVEMENTS IN RUSSIA, who have contacts in this country, report 
the same story of popular unrest and Kremlin retreat. The bulletin of the 
National Alliance of Russian Solidarists (NTS) pictures the dictators as 
retreating before the rising resentments of the people, with the danger of 
a general uprising very pronounced. “The leaders had to denounce Stalin 
to save themselves; they threw Stalin to the wolves to give them more 
time to strengthen their weakened position,” states the NTS group. Some 
believe that, if the West should get aid to the underground groups whose 
guerrilla activities are known to be widespread, especially in the Ukraine, 
a general uprising would certainly come. 

WASHINGTON INTELLIGENCE OFFICIALS are inclined to 
discount these underground reports, perhaps justifiably so. However, in 
this instance, the same general view is expressed by the former Soviet 
Intelligence officer, N. E. Kholkhov, who left Russia two years ago and 
has become one of the chief advisers to Washington intelligence agencies. 
Col. Kholkhov states that he has maintained close contact with the under- 
ground groups ever since he escaped to the West; all signs indicate to him 
that the dictators can no longer control the people except by vielding 
continually. Kholkhov believes that the people are afraid of a bloody civil 


war, therefore the politburo can stay in power only as it convinces

dependent organizations by launch- 
ing counter-attacks against the or- 
ganizations which are leading the as- 
sault against worthy public servants. 
This is achieved by a careful analy- 
sis of the situation in terms other 
than the attack and then by a se- 
lection of a sound basis upon which 
the initiative may be seized. The 
motivations of such groups can be 
raised to question, weaknesses can 
always be found, which are grounds 
for counter charges against individ- 
uals or groups—and strong counter 
charges make good news copy. 
Hot Potato is a popular term 
for making a “plant” and for the 
sort of thing implied in the ques- 
tion, “Have you stopped beating 
your wife?” It has been called the 
“propaganda of provocation.” In 
other words, it is the springing of 
an event, a trap, a situation upon 
the opponent that will force him 
to compromise himself and to de- 
fend himself in an embarrassed 
and embarrassing manner, thus 
pulling him off the offensive. The 
event, trap or situation need not be 
fictitious or framed. From the 
standpoint of effectiveness, it is 
better if the propagandist makes 
skillful use of accurate facts and 
especially of events and develop- 
ments beyond his control. All in- 
dividuals and organizations have 
such weaknesses, if a little digging 
is done. Hot potato depends for its 
effectiveness chiefly upon news val- 
ue, timing and interpretation. 
Stalling is an old dependable. It 
involves in one manner or another 
a play for time. It is the use of 
plausible delaying tactics that may 
permit the opposition to lose vig- 
or, interest and support before a 
decision can be reached. In other 
words, when a politician, business 
executive, college president or oth- 
er leader is confronted with a ques- 
tion answerable only in ways of- 
fensive to powerful groups, a con- 
venient way out is to appoint a 
“fact-finding” committee. He or- 
ders a “broad and impartial sur- 
vey” of the subject. The products 
of such an investigating committee 
may, in rare instances, have direct 
value in clarifying the situation: 
more commonly, they compound 
confusion. But the technique is 
used constantly. In commenting 
upon the absence of action follow- 
ing the grave 1943 interracial crisis 
in Detroit, a Negro leader reviewed 
what previous Detroit committees 
of investigation of race riots over a 
period of some 25 years had failed 
to accomplish. He then asserted, 
“Today we have a new committee 
. . . Its report can be written now. 
The question is whether you (Mr. 
Mayor) will do anything after you 
receive it.” That was also the ques-

tion at the outset, but the mayor 


did not wish to face it. 

Least of Evils frequently serves 
to justify an otherwise unattractive 
or even repulsive personality or 
course of action. It is also, of 
course, in many cases what amounts 
to a fair interpretation of the facts 
in the light of broad public inter- 
ests. In this country, race extrem- 
ists or ant-minority agitators have 
often used this tactic to justify 
their extremist proposals. The seg- 
regationists in the recent litigation 
before the U. S. Supreme Court 
claimed that “separate but equal” 
treatment for Negro school pupils 
may not be “democratic” but it is 
the least-of-evils and hence the best 
practical course for Negroes and 
for the community. Similar argu- 
ments are now being used to delay 
“forthwith” enforcement of the 
Court’s decision. The anti-segrega- 
tionists contend that racial justice 
would require desegregation, that 
unsegregated schools are the least 
problematic of possible alternatives. 

Guilt or Virtue-by Association 
and the closely related “Scapegoat- 
ing” are techniques of disaster fa- 
miliar to all which are used fre- 
quently by the McCarthyites. 

Confusion: Aggressive social ac- 
tionists know the value of the rapid 
exploitation of an apparently con- 
fusing situation. They rush through 
“emergency” measures, usually in a 
“heroic” or “self-sacrificing” way. 
“Something had to be done, and 
there was no time to study the mat- 
ter carefully, so we did the best we 
could.” They can then confront a 
public with even an outrageous fait 
accompli and many times get away 
with it. Among high pressure ma- 
nipulators of organizations, this is 
—as they say in the armed forces 
— “Standard operating procedure” 
or “S. O. P.” It is done occasionally 
by groups in all communities. 

Big Lie: In general, it is a fair- 
ly tenable hypothesis that the more 
efficiently a community’s public 
discussions are censored  (con- 
trolled) — especially when there is 
only one newspaper or a radio mo- 
nopoly — the greater the extent to 
which the people are subjected to 
the big lie technique. “All Demo- 
crats were soft on Communists,” 
“Jews run the Communist party,” 
etc. The big lie is either a name- 
calling label, a way to denounce 
opposition, or it refers to a baseless 
piece of propaganda that is repeat- 
ed powerfully time and again in 
spite of its baselessness. 

Shift of Scene, Change of Pace: 
These strategems are among 
the most confusing to amateurs in 
social action. Shifts of scene of a 
struggle are common in politics and 
government. Advertisers shift their 
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them that reformation can thus come without bloodshed. Nevertheless, 
Kholkhov predicts that the people will eventually rise up and free them- 
selves from Communist rule. Perhaps sooner than we think. 


THIS MOVEMENT TOWARDS FREEDOM will not diminish 
soon, experts believe, because of the growing resistance of Communist 
youth to the rigid Marxist doctrinaire. Frequent reports that reach this 
country — some appearing in the usual news channels — describe many 
forms of rebellion by the youth: “sit-down” strikes by which they refuse 
to take jobs arbitrarily assigned to them when they finish their university 
training; passive resistance in which they refuse to take part in Commu- 
nist youth activities, often resorting to alcoholism as an expression of 
futility and resentment. Many of these conditions have been revealed in 
articles appearing in Communist party publications which exhort the 
youth to greater loyalty, scold them for their sins and prescribe the punish- 
ment and re-education needed to correct errant behavior and drunkenness. 


ABOVE ALL IS THE CHURCH, and the continuing stream of 
evidence that the Russian people are turning to religion, not only for 
spiritual solace, but as a means of undermining the Communist regime 
since the party has not abrogated the anti-religious and atheistic tenets of 
Marxism. On high church holidays when immense crowds fill the churches 
and overflow into the surrounding streets and parks, many men and young 
people are now to be found among the worshipers, which is a new fac- 
tor of great significance. American visitors who have seldom attended the 
Russian church services on these special occasions have uniformly re- 
ported on the preponderance of women in the crowds filling the sanctu- 
aries. This has been true in the past and is still true on ordinary occasions. 
But permanent residents from the West, newsmen and diplomatic per- 
sonnel, have noted the increase in youth and men among worshipers on 
the festive days, even young officers in uniform, often with young babies 
in their arms, waiting for special baptismal services. These may be but 
slight streamlets of change emerging from the dark mass of Soviet life; 
but each one is a symbol of deep and broad transition, a forerunner of 
the eventual cave-in of the Communist authority that has held the life of 
Russia damned up and subjected for so long. 

THE DANGER OF COMMUNISM IS NOT OVER — and this 
report should not be so interpreted. There has been no repeal of the Com- 
munist philosophy of world revolution. But it is equally true that all 
revolutionary movements moderate with each succeeding generation; the 
second generation of the Russian revolutionaries is now in power and 
they are nearly all old men. The present leaders have not been able to 
raise up young men they can trust, nor have they enflamed their succes- 
sors with the revolutionary fires that have long burned in them but are 
now smoldering low. Khrushchev could be a potential Stalin, but he is too 
old; Stalin was only 35 when he began to build his one-man rule. Khrush- 
chev is 62. 

THE OLD BOLSHEVIKS, Khrushchev, Bulganin, Molotov, et al, 
are still planning and plotting the Marxist world revolution, but their 
world is changing all about them, as with the rest of us. They have been 
compelled to modify severely the party dictatorship at home. To meet 
the changing conditions of a nuclear age they have had to alter radically 
the revolutionary techniques abroad. Subversion and the promotion of 
violent revolution, with the risk of hydrogen war it entails, have become 
abhorrent to all peoples, so the Reds have switched techniques. They now 
present communism as a blueprint for the quick rehabilitation of back- 
ward nations, offering aid and trade where they have heretofore sought 
to subvert. 

TO PREVENT THE CONTINUED WASTE OF BILLIONS in 
unnecessary military spending, our leaders must recognize the great 
changes that time is creating within the Russian revolution and in the 
world revolution. To continue to waste billions on weapons that are in 
no way needed to secure our own shores will bring disaster to this 
country as we move into an era of drastic economic change within our 
own Hemisphere. The military fanaticism that considers U. S. defensive 
strength only according to our capacity to heap hell on every man’s door- 
step in Asia, Europe and Africa —a concept that characterizes much of 
Washington’s official thinking — now presents as great a threat to our 
future as does communism. President Eisenhower and other leaders are 
at least partially aware of this and are attempting to make necessary ad- 
justments — but they are hemmed in by the military and political fanatics. 
Every Christian layman has the responsibility and opportunity to add his 
weight to the side of constructive moderation lest fanaticism tips the 


scales into disaster.

Industrialigt 
are prepared to shift their strug 
gles for power from sales driv 
to financial manipulation, to Io} 
bies, to courts, to searches for jp. 
ventions or materials. Trade uniop. 
ists can shift from organizing drive 
to deals with management or with 
other unions; to lobbies and strikes 
or, in management controversies, 
shift from large demands to fringe 
benefits. Change of pace can be a 
useful as shift of scene. Sometime 
they are used together. Both ar 
ways of changing the terms of com. 
petition or conflict, of changing the 
basic public relations issue. Change 
of pace is to switch from slow to 
fast, from low-pressure to high 
pressure, from bellicosity to ap 
peasement, from emotional selling 
to factual reporting, or from 4 
sponsored newscast to a musical 
program on radio or television. All 
manipulators of public opinion and 
public reaction are constantly miné- 
ful of these routines. 


Big Tent: For an organization to 
be large, with an extensive and 
varied constituency, it has to fol 
low a “big tent” type of strategem. 
Under the big tent in the Ringling 
Brothers Barnum and Bailey Com- 
bined Circus, there are many at 
tractions, many things to do and 
see. They appeal to children, adults, 
the unmarried, the young married, 
the aged, the scientific, to littl 
girls, “tough” little boys, and the 
world weary. And so, with modi 
fications, it is with churches, huge 
corporations, unions, political par- 
ties, schools, and councils of se 
cial agencies, which provide a sense 
of strength and resourcefulness by 
having a lot going on at once. Even 
pastors often use this method, con- 
sciously or unconsciously, to pre 
sent the church’s program in the 
most friendly light before a money 
raising campaign or building fund 
appeal. 

Unvarnished Truth is something 
more than what ordinarily passes 
as truth telling. It is an effort to 9 
present palatable and unpalatable 
facts that audiences will think your 
report to be completely down t 
earth. Both Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats remarked and_ speculated 
about the effectiveness of this tech 
nique as it was used so spectact 
larly by Harry Truman in his 194 
campaign.
